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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 

Your Commissioners herewith submit the report of their fman- 
cial transactions for the year ending December 31, 1913, together 
with the reports of the Sheriff, Solicitor, Clerk of the Court, Jailer, 
Treasurer and Auditors and the Superintendent, Physician and 
Chaplain of the County Farm, and a statement of the financial 
standing of the County at the end of the year. 

The County Farm and House of Correction are still under the able 
management of Mr. and Mrs. Phillips. 

Several needed improvements have been made during the year. 
To provide the buildings with a sufficient supply of pure water has 
been a difficult, problem for many years. We believe this has now 
been satisfactorily solved. 

The County owns a large tract of land on the East side of the ‘rail- 
road and on this land, which is considerably higher than the Farm 
buildings, are springs of pure water. By laying a pipe:one and a 
quarter miles to these springs a sufficient sppply has been obtained 
for domestic purposes. By laying a large pipe from the reservoirs on 
the hill to a natural pond still higher a good supply of water is fur- 
nished for the stables and for protection from fire. P imping from 
the river to reservoirs has been expensive and we believe it will 
never be necessary to do this again. | 

By enlarging the Hospital Building a Chapel has been provided. 
This is connected with the main buildings and is on the ground floor. 
It is well heated, lighted and ventilated and has seating capacity for 
two hundred people. 

The addition to the Hospital Building makes it much more con- 
venient for the inmates and for those who care for them. : 

Under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. Phillips, Miss Blanche 
Hemeon has served most faithfully as nurse in charge of the Hos- 
pital for several years. 

With a comparatively small outlay, basement rooms under the 
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Chapel have been provided and fitted up as bath, toilet and smoking 
rooms for the men inmates. 

It was very well known to Citizens of the County and probably to 
many outside of the County, that our jail was in such condition as 
to make extensive repairs necessary. New sanitaries have been 
placed in the cells, where the old ones were so badly rusted out, and 
new tool proof steel gratings in the corridors and over the windows 
and we believe we now have a periectly safe jail. 

We expect to build'a cow stable during the present year and are 
now collecting information on this line. 

The addition to the Plymouth Court House by which rooms will 
be provided for the Judges and Clerk, is well under way and will be 
ready for the May term of Court. 

The County Farm is under a high state of cultivation, producing 
large crops of hay, corn and oats and one hundred and fifty head 
ot Registered and High Grade Holstein cattle were owned by the 
County on January Ist of the present year. 

We wish to thank you for the hearty support which you have 
given us in conducting thg affairs of the County and to extend to 
you a cordial invitation to visit your institution at Horse Meadow 
Station. 

The Treasurer’s repor shows a reduction of $1461 35 in the sur- 
plus during the year.

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SELECTMEN OF TOWNS 
AND 
OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


Your attention is called to the following extracts from the laws 
of 1908 
CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 

SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any assistance to 
any person within six years preceeding his death shall be entitled to 
recover from the estate of such persons the sum or sums paid out 
for such assistance, the said claim to be a preferred claim against 
his said estate after the payment of funeral charges, expense of last 
sickness and expenses of administration, provided he leaves no wid 
ow or minor children living at his decease. 

GHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 

“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the support of any per- 
son unless he, or the person under whom he derives his settlement 
shall have wholly gained a settlement therein during the ten years 
preceeding the last date of application for support; provided that 
no person having a settlement in any town in this state upon arri- 
ving at the age of seventy years shall lose that settlement on ac- 
count of being exempt by law from paying a poll tax, if he still 
resides in said town.’’ 

CHAPTER 110, SECTION 1. last clause as amended 

‘*Also to Chapter 67 of the laws of 1903, Chapter 84 of the Public 
Statutes, Chapters 1 and 71 of the laws of 1907, relating to paupers, 
and the following from Chapter 110, Public Statutes, relating to 
‘Cassistance to persons in quarantine.’ 

SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is placed in quar- 
antine by a board of health, to protect the public against small pox, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria or any other dangerous, infectious or con- 
tagious diseases, it shall be the duty of said board to assist such per- 


son or family while in quarantine in such manner as in the judgment 
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of the board may be deemed wise and necessary. 

SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such part thereof, 
as the board may determine, shall be deemed a legitimate expen- 
diture for the protection of the public health and shall be charged 
to the account of incidental expenses, but not to any indigent pauper 
account, nor shall such expenditure be construed to mean a public 
aid to the person or persons so quarantined and assisted unless such 
person or persons are already paupers as defined by the Public 
Statutes. l

To the Grafton County Board of Commissioners: 

With genuine satisfaction I present this, my second annual 
statement, to your Honorable Board. 

Through the past twelve months Sabbath services have been 
held at the County Farm every two weeks. 

These gatherings of song, prayer, and preaching have been 
largely attended and have proven to be most helpful and interesting 

During the first half of the year the services on all occasions 
were held in the women’s dining room which necessitated a lot of 
extra work in preparation for the same. 

The first of July a great transformation had taken place, for a 
most attractive chapel, long the plan and desire of our excellent 
Superintendent and wife, stood completed for religious gatherings.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN. 


To the Honorable Commissioners of Grafton County: 

There has been but very little sickness at the hospital during 
the year. As in similar institutions most of the patients admitted 
have been chronic and well advanced in the later stages of disease. 
All those with acute illness have been discharged cured, or very 
much improved. Because of improved sanitation we have had no- 
epidemics and there have been no contagious diseases. 

A graduate nurse has been constantly in attendance both at the 
hospital and in the almshouse, where, it is safe tosay, many cases 
of illness have been checked at their very beginning. 

Needed improvements have been made. The hospital has been 
enlarged, asun-room provided for convalescents who are unable to 
go out, and the sanitary arrangements perfected. 

It is now possible for the County to care for its sick depen- 
dants in the hospital much better, and with less expense, than could. 
possibly be done in their homes. Earnest effort has been made to 
increase the efficiency of the hospital without adding to the running 
expenses. 

The County is to be congratulated on the good humane care that 
its sick poor are receiving, which is made possible by the efforts of 
the Commissioners and the constant co-operation of Superintendent 
and Mrs. H. C.Phillips.

I hereby submit the following report of the work of my office 
for the year ending December 31. 1913: 

Upon my going into office on April Ist I found very few cases on 
docket, most of them having been taken care of by my predecessor, 
Fred 8. Wright. 

Many cases, other than those included in the following report, 
have been investigated by the Solicitor and a large number prose- 
cuted and disposed of in Justice or Police Courts. 

Several prosecutions have been carried on betore the State 
Board of License Commissioners at Concord under the direction of 
the Attorney General. 

The Solicitor has paid particular attention to the violation of the 
‘liquor law and the law of 1913 punishing abandonment of his family 
by a parent.
